The Small Pox is a Diſcale of a more in- 
gular Nature, it is of a very uncertain Ori- 
ginal, we know of no Countrey where it is 
a Native or Endemial, that is, where ir is 
the Produce of geaſons Winds, Sc. as is the 


Plague in the Levant. It owes the Conti- 


nuation of its Being to a variolous leaven com- 


municable in all Countries and Seaſons, but 


ſome Conſtitutions of Years favour its Pro- 


pagation and Mortality more or leſs; from 
London Bills of Mortality there died there of 5 


the Small Pox 170 only 311; in the Year 
1706 died 721; in the Year 1719 died $229. 
There is another Ci roumflance very fingular 
in its Nature, that it never affects a Perſon 
oftener than once; in the Plague ſome have 


died in the 2d, 2d, 4th, &c. Seiſure, as Dr., 
Hodges informs us: It is therefore an Infec- 
tion eſſentially different from the Pęſtilential, 


and cannot be the Effect of ſome antient vio- 
lent Plague in Egypt, as ſome Authors ſurmiſe. 

We are beholden to the Arabians or Sa- 
racens, not only for many Drigs and Medi- 
cines, as the Purging Rhubarb, Manna, Mercu-

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Pox was a Stranger in Medicine until the Time 
that the Arabians or Saracens ſettled in Egypt, 
which was ſoon after Mabomet s Death. As 


this People in leſs than thirty Vears did vaſt- | 


Y propagate their Religion and Empire, ſo 
cy. did the Small. Pox in a_ ſhort Time, 
and might introduce it into Europe by Way 
of Spain, where they ſettled — Colo- 
nies. The various Exantbemata of the 
Greeks, and Puſtulæ of the Romans, with 


other Eruptive Fevers mentioned by them, 


were no ways analogous to the Small Pox: 
At the Diſcovery of this Continent of Ame- 
rica, not the leaſt Reſemblance of it was to 
be found. 

The Small Pox is an Inflammatory Bos | 
but with a peculiar Malignancy or Poiſon ;. 
which requires the Indications of Cure to 
be taken principally @_juvantibus & læden- 


tibus. Inflammations, as purely ſuch, require 


U.S. and the Body to be kept ſoluble; but 
in the Small Pox the Body ought to be bound;

We find by Experience, that a con- 
fluent, or a very full Kind, does not always 
proceed from a more intenſe Inflammation of 
the Blood, or from driving by Cordials: Fre- 
quently ix is in the Nature of the Perſon's 3 
Confituth to be ſo affected with the Small. * 
Pox, having very little of a Fever, no Phren- 
zy, Coma, or any other violent Symptom; 
bur merely from a too profuſe Suppuration, | 
to die of a tabid  Tnanition, in all Stages of i 
Life; thus died F. B — Eſq; an od Mn, | 
V. H-—- Eſq; a middle aged Man, . 
85 — a· by em M. G —— Houlekeep- 
er, a young Woman whoſe Eruptions were 
too early after Inoculation. Further we may 
obſerve,” that any violent Symptom proceed- 
ing from an accidental Error, is not of that 
bad Conſequence as if it did proceed from 
the Conſtitution in the natural Courſe of the 
Diſtemper: Thus the Purples in F. C— at 
19, were from violent Exerciſe, in running 
after Cattle in the Countrey a few Days be- 
fore Seiſure; Captain . eee Negro Man in 
a confluent Sort, had bloody Urine, having

lately received a Blow croſs his Loins; Capt. 
Hs Son, t. 5, had interſperſed Veſicu- 
les full of a ſharp blewiſh Serum, from an in- 
tenſe hot Regimen; they could not have ſur- 
vived theſe Symptoms if they had been con- 
ſtitutional. : 
Moſt malignant Diſtempers have their Cri- 
is in the Glands; the Plague in the Inguinal, 
Axillary, and Parotidal Glands; the Small 
Pox in the Miliary Glands of the Skin. The 
Cauſtick acrimonious Quality of the Small 
Pox Infection is evident from the Pittings. 
That this Malignity is col/iquativ#, appears 
by the profuſe Sweatings or Diarrhœas in 
ſome, in others Salivation, Swellings of Face, 
Extremities, Scroti & Præputii, Diabetical 
Profluviums, Purples and Hæmorrbages. The 
Small Pox ſeldom arrives to that Degree of 
Malignity, as to be attended with ſudden 
Death; there were but two Inſtances came to 
my Knowledge here, being both young Wo- 
men, and died before Eruption, by a violent 
Necrofis of their Spirits, intenſe Coma and 
Stupor. | | 

The Cure of a Fever in the firſt Intention 
is by ſome Spec:fick ro extinguiſh it, without 
allowing it to come to a Criſis; becauſe Cri- 
fis's are frequently precarious: . So that the 
Cure of the Small Pox, properly ſpeaking, is 
ſo to manage the infecting Miaſina in the firſt 
Period or Apparatus of the Diſcaſe, * it

It we could find an Antidote to deſtroy the 
Small Pox Infection in Embryo, it would be 
a genuine ſpecrfick Cure; we cannot fay it is 
impoſſible, but hitherto it is not diſcovered to 
Mankind; may it be the Happineſs of future 
Ages. | | 
"Next to a ſpecifick Cure, would be a Me- 
thod to alleviate the Criſis, as to the Quan- 
tity and deleterious Nature of the Inflamma- 
tions and Suppurations. The Circaſſian Me- 
thod of procuring the Small Pox by variolbus 
Pus, applied externally to freſh cutaneous In- 
cilions, lately introduced in Great Britain, 
and New England, ſeems to bid the faireſt 
for this; but it is not an abſolute certain Re- 
medy againſt a bad Sort. Much of the ſame 
Nature is what Dr. Williams of Haverford- 
weſt, lays, has been an immemorial Cuſtom in 
ſome Parts of Wales, called, buying of the 
Small Pox : The Perſon procures a few fre 
' Pocky Scabs, and holds them in the Hollow 
of the Hand a conſiderable Time; about ren 
or twelve Days thereafter the Perſon ſickens, 
&c. An old Midwife, 2 Jones, aged ſe- 
venty, told him, that ſhe knew it practiſed 


at Times above fifty Years, and knows but

one dying of the Diſtemper ſo communicated. 
Conſidering the Caſes. of ſeveral of my Pa- 
tients who had at the Time Iſues, I was very 
inclinable to think, that by their Vent they 
did contribute towards alleviating the Diſtem- 
per, particularly in Children abounding with 
groſs Humours, or Feculencies. Mercurialis 
ſays, that he obſerved few to die of the Plague 
who had iſſues running. e 
What is commonly called, the Cure of the 
Small Pox at preſent, is only from the Ex- 


perience of the juvantia & lædentia, to pre- 


vent, alleviate, or remove the various diſturb- 
ing Symptoms in the ſeveral Periods of this 
Diſeaſe. Formerly Practitioners were zealoufly 
bigotted, ſome to a cool Regimen, others to a 
hot Method, reckoning the oppoſite Practice of 


pernicious Conſequence. That the Patient 


ougght to be kept in a moderate natural Tem- 
per as near as can be, we learn from Expe- 
rience. We find that Nature performs her 
Office beſt in a moderate Seaſon; Heat diſſi- 
pates, and Cold depreſſes the Spirits too 
much. | | 
For the cool Regimen, Dr. Sydenham, ever 
to be celebrated for his Diligence in obſerving, 
and Candor in communicating, was a great 
Stickler, eſpecially in the former Years of his 
Practice, and has been much blamed on 
that Head; but after more Years Experience, 
he was not fo rigorous in this Method; and 
C2: * lays, 


* fays, that after the Eruption compleated, the 
Patient ought to be kept cloſe a- bed, not fo 
much as to expoſe an Arm or Hand, that by 
the agreeable and mild Heat of the Bed, the 

Plumpneſs of the Puſtules may be kept up, as 
alſo the Swellings of Face or Hands. He con- 
ſidered it chiefly as an Inflammatory Di ſeaſe, and 
he ſuppoſed the Confluent; and other bad Kinds, 
proceeded from the Fever aſſimulating and ex- 
pelling of too much variolous Matter. I never 
obſerved any Benefit, but frequently Hurt, by 
expoſing the Patients to the Air colder than 
che natural Temper of the Body required. I re- 
member ſome Caſes, wherein the Eruption 
being expoſed to the Cold, it was check'd for 
ſome Time; but ſoon after followed a ſecond 
Crop generally mortal. We find by Expe- 

- rience, that Intermitting Fevers, and ſuch 
continued ones as are allied to them, are pro- 
tracted by a cold Regimen. In other Diſ- 
caſes we may obſerve, that Coolers ſo retard 
the Circulation, that there may ariſe a Sort of - . | 
Ferment from Stagnation; and inſtead of al- Eo 
laying Heat, may change a fimple Inflamma- 9 
tory Fever, diſpoſed to a Diapboreſis, into a 
putrid and malignant one. In the Small Pox 
the more perſpirable the Body, (I do not mean 

Sweating, which is a Colliquation) the bet- A 
ter; thus we find, the Face, Neck, Arms and :

Pox. Extreme cold Weather is bad in all E. 
ruptive Fevers: In 1713, the Meaſles raged 
here in the Winter, and there died about 150 
Perſons; in 1729, it prevailed in the Summer, 
and there died only about 15. 2 
In the Hot Regimen, Dr. Morton and o- 
thers alledge, that ſome Part of the Virulency 
remaining not protruded to the Surface of the 
Body, was the Reaſon of the Lu#a, and Fe- 
ver, and other Symptoms ſtill continuing; 
and that this Languor of Nature protracts 
the Periods of Maturation and Deſquamma- 
tion to many Days; and therefore, the more 
malignant, the more generous Alexipbar- 
micks are by them adminiſtered; thus by a hot 
Method, they inadvertently conſpire with a moſt 
inflammatory Diſtemper to kill the Patient. 
The formerly received Notion of Alexiphar- 
micks being Antidotes to Malignity, has by a. 
dangerous vulgar Error, in violent znflamma- 
tory Caſes, ſent many prematurely to their 
cold Graves. I obſerved in the moſt malig- 
nant Small Pox with Purples and Hæmorrha- 
ges, they immediately and moſt notoriouſly 
multiplied theſe Symptoms, and ſoon procu- 
red an Exit. E. G Et. 18, by generous 
Alexipharmicks, had his Purples multiplied 
to Millions, with inflated purpliſh Eyclids, and 
bloody fetid Stools, expired ſoon, before the 
Eruption was compleat. Capt. Bs Child, 
et, 8, having Purples, by this Method, the

denbam, by a cool Regimen, by acidulating 


Vitriol. which he 
calls a Specifick in this Diſtemper, and by 
Paragoricks at Night, managed his Patients. 
Dr. Pace lets Blood where there is much 
of a Fever, and repeats it even after Eruption, 
if the Fever continues; if the Puſtules ſubſide 
too early, he lets Blood and bliſters; he gives 
any ſimple Water in which Sheeps Dung is 
infuſed cold, and for common Drink; Barley 
Watet and Watergruel: In the confluent 
Kind, towards the End, he opens the Body. 
Dr. Morton dtives all before him with his A- 
lexipharmicks or hot Method. Dr. Freind

In the malignant Kinds, a Fever accompa- 
nies all the Stadia; the Abſence or Preſence 
of the Fever in the three laſt Stadia, Deliria, 
Vigiliæ, Stupor profundus, Subſultus tendinum, 
are always principal Indications of Safety or 
Danger. In this, as in all acute Diſeaſes, we 
ought to chſerve the Patient's Pulſe, Tongue, 
Urine, Breathing, as alſo the Eyes, Temper 
of the Skin, and Poſture of lying.

Dr. Sydenbam is much extolled for introdu- 
eing Opiats into the Management ok chis Di- 
ſtemper. Dr. Morton ſays, without the Uſe 
of Laudanum not much is to be done in the 
Cure of the Small Pox. It is certain that 
Inquietudes, Watchings, Deliria and the like, 
ſo exhauſt the Spirits in this Diſtemper, that 
they make the Uſe of Anodynes unavoidable. 


Opiats relax the Skin, and ive a proper De- 


termination ad extra; Laudanum in that Sort 
of Small Pox which is accompanied with a 
Salivation, &c. concocts the Spirtle, and pro- 
motes the Swelling of the Face and Hands. 
Diſcretion however is required in their Uſe;

The 
Duration of the Period of Maturation in bad 
Kinds is very uncertain (it is reckoned to 
continue until the Declenſion begins) eſpe- 
cially when accompanied with a Salivation, 
and Swellings, and may be protracted to ten 
or twelve Days, the longer always the worle : 
Where Nature is very low, and no Succeda- 
neum happens, the Fever and other bad 
Symptoms may continue to the eighteenth 
Day before there is a perfect Maturation.

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A round forid, and turgid Por is the 
Standard of Goodneſs.
